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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of tlie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-1 9, 40-49 drawn to Filtering through membrane (e.g., 
ultrafiltration), classified in class 210, subclass 650. 

II. Claims 20-31 , drawn to By hydrophilic or hydrophobic filters, classified in 
class 604, subclass 126 . 

III. Claims 32-39, drawn to Dampening effect (e.g., frequency, amplitude, 
speed, or power measurement), classified in class 73, subclass 54.25. 

IV. Claims 50-61 and 72-79, drawn to Filter means, classified in class 604, 
subclass 6.09. 

V. Claims 62-71 , drawn to With tubular injection means inserted into body, 
classified in class 604, subclass 21 . 

VI. Claims 80-85, drawn to Having fluid filter, classified in class 604, subclass 
190. 

VII. Claims 86-93, drawn to Expansion actuated by axially movable member, 
classified in class 604, subclass 107. 

VIII. Claims 94-100, drawn to Structure of material reservoir replaceably held in 
injector, classified In class 604, subclass 72. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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Inventions l-VIII are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different designs, 
modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant case, the 
different inventions have different designs and modes of operation. 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

A telephone call was made to Thomas Majcher on 12 June 2006 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
